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One year later 


Paramedic meets baby he delivered

AGAWAM — It was _ right 
around 2 a.m. when Johanna Sear- 
les felt the first pangs of labor Nov. 
29, 2012. Her contractions weren’t 
happening regularly, however, and 
Searles knew from her first preg- 
nancy nearly two years before that 
labor could be a lengthy experi- 
ence. Instead of waking up her 
family to rush off to the hospital, 
Searles opted instead to relax in 
a jacuzzi tub until the pains were 
more regular. 

Just a few short hours later, 
however — at 4:51 a.m. — Searles’ 
daughter, Emily, made her appear- 
ance in the world, right there on 
the floor of the bathroom in the 
family’s Agawam home. She was 
delivered by Agawam Fire Depart- 
ment Paramedics Paul Nicholson 
and Jordan Molta. 

“Tt was just so quick,” Searles 
recalled earlier this week as she 
planned to visit Nicholson to cel- 
ebrate Emily’s first birthday. “I just 
felt her coming. We didn’t even 
have a chance to go to the hospital. 
My husband called 911 and a po- 
lice officer showed up followed by 
paramedics.” 

Once emergency crews arrived, 


they laid Searles down in a second 
floor bathroom. 

“T delivered her right there with 
the help of the paramedics,’ she 
said. 

Nicholson, a 17-year veteran 
firefighter and paramedic who has 
worked for Agawam for the last 
nine years, said the police officer 
who had responded to the home 
looked “relieved’”’ when the ambu- 
lance arrived. 

A father of four girls, Nichol- 
son said he had already delivered 
five other babies during his career. 
Still, there is always a feeling of 
anxiousness when responding to a 
call for a woman in labor, he said. 

“You want to make sure you get 
everything right,’ he said. “You 
want it to go successfully. You have 
to go into it with the expectation of 
a positive outcome, but at the same 
time you have to be wary of all the 
complications that can occur.” 

He went on to say that the birth 
was made fairly easy because he 
“was with a really good crew.” 
Four  firefighter/paramedics _ re- 
sponded in an engine while two 
responded in an ambulance. 

“We all worked together in the 
process,” Nicholson said. “The re- 
ality is, mom did all the work. We

School’s annual holiday band 
performance next week will enjoy 
the traditional sounds of the season 
as well as partake in some holiday 
shopping.

“We need to raise a large amount 
of money each year to keep our 
band program running,” said Jes- 
sica Cleveland, the bazaar’s orga- 
nizer. The AHS special education

— known as the Marching Mo- 
hawks. It’s one of the last com- 
petitive marching bands in west- 
ern Massachusetts and part of the 
concert band that will perform. 

Cleveland hopes to raise several 
hundred dollars. She came up with 
the idea after seeing advertise- 
ments for church bazaars and craft 
fairs. “I thought a bazaar would be 
great for our holiday concert. It’s 
a good way to draw more people 
from our community.”

Long-time local 


pastor to retire 


AGAWAM - At the end of De- 
cember, the Rev. Earl E. Eisen- 
bach will retire as pastor of the 
Agawam Congregational Church. 
He recently celebrated 50 years as 
a minister and 12 years as pastor. 
He and his wife, Barbara, will re- 
tire to Florida. 

Eisenbach coined the phrases, 
“A place to call home — A people 
to call family” and “Keep the faith 
and the faith will keep you,’ in de- 
scribing Agawam Congregational 
Church. In a letter to the congrega- 
tion, he and his wife wrote, ““What 
a joyous privilege it has been for 
us to be a part of this wonderful 
church family these past 12 years. 
You have taken us into your hearts 
as we have taken you into ours.” 

Eisenbach has worked with 
many groups in the community. 
He has been chairperson of the 
Agawam Clergy Association, has 
conducted monthly ecumenical 
services at four nursing homes, 
has served as board member of the 
Agawam Council on Aging and 
board member of the Agawam 
Rotary Club. 

He developed with the con- 
gregation a vision statement, “A 
church where the Holy Spirit is 
alive, uniting people with Christ 
through: transforming ministries, 
vibrant worship, diligent study 
and warm fellowship.” This re-

The Captain Charles Leonard House 
was built in 1805 as a stage tavern to 
service travelers on the Hartford/Boston 
route. The house was restored in the late 
1930s by Mrs. Minerva Davis, who then 
established a Board of Trustees to over- 
see the operation of the Captain Charles 
Leonard House as Agawam’s Community 
House, the role it has served since 1939. 

The house was placed on the National 
Register of Historic Places in 1975. It is 
considered to be Agawam’s finest Fed- 
eral-era home and occupies a prominent 
location in the Agawam Center National 
Register Historic District. The house is 
available to rent for business functions 
and social events.

Use caution while 
driving this winter 


his weekend, while thousands of driv- 

ers packed their cars to head out on the 
road after a holiday with family and friends, 
many faced a nightmare commute in central 
Massachusetts when nearly 70 vehicles — in- 
cluding three tractor trailers — collided on a 
slippery road surface in Worcester. 

The multi-vehicle crash occurred on In- 
terstate 290 in Worcester Sunday morning, 
reportedly as a result of ice on the roadway. 

We feel that since winter is upon us it is 
important to remind drivers, especially new 
drivers who have less experience in inclem- 
ent weather, of the importance of exercising 
caution behind the wheel. This includes re- 
ducing speed not only during snow and/or 
rainstorms, but in the early-morning hours 
when black ice may have formed on road- 
ways. Drivers should also be cognizant of 
the distance they keep between their vehicle 
and that of the vehicles around them. 

One of the complaints issued by motor- 
ists in the aftermath of the I-290 crash is 
that “there was nothing [drivers] could do” 
to avoid crashing. And while we’ll concede 
that accidents do happen, we feel that not 
tailgating at highway speeds is pretty high 
up on the list of safety precautions — on clear 
roads, nevermind when it’s icy. 

While Route 57 — which connects the 
town of Agawam to both Springfield and 
West Springfield via the rotary — isn’t the 
most dangerous highway in the state, we 
have noticed on occasion a high volume of 
traffic, a great deal of which travels above 
the posted 55 mile per hour speed limit. 
Given that most of the residents of Agawam 
travel on Route 57 to get to or from their 
home we feel we would be remiss if we did 
not urge motorists to use caution on it this 
winter. 

The National Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration and Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration have issued these 
(among other) safe winter driving tips: 

* During the daylight, practice cold 
weather driving: rehearse maneuvers slowly 
on ice or snow in an empty lot. 

* Steer into a skid. 
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* Remember that stopping distances are 
longer on water-covered ice and ice. 

* Don’t idle for a long time with the win- 
dows up or in an enclosed space. 

It may seem like common sense to drive

slower during the snowy months, but we 
know all too well that these rules may not 
automatically translate into good driving 
habits. 

For your safety — and that of your fam-

ily and other motorists — we urge you to re- 
member that as the mercury dips, the chance 
for accidental collision increases dramati- 
cally. Protect yourself and other drivers on 
the road.

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tis that time of year again where we yearn 

for egg nog. I love egg nog in any form but 
this egg nog cake is my favorite. Remem- 
bering that this recipe is a two-serving reci- 
pe, you may double it and prepare it in clear 
disposable cups and assemble 
it as a parfait. The disposable 
cups make it easy to transfer 
to a party or potluck. Or, you 
may use a trifle bowl if you 
don’t want to take the time to 
do individual desserts. 

To assemble for individual 
servings, cut cooled cake into 
half-inch cubes and divide 
into 12 portions. Place one 
cake portion in the bottom of 
six clear dessert cups. Spoon 
half of the pudding mixture 
evenly on top of each portion. 
Repeat a layer of cake cubes 
and pudding mixture in each 
dessert. Sprinkle each dessert 
with a dusting of nutmeg. If 
desired, double the frosting 
recipe and add a portion to the bottom of 
each dessert. 

When assembling parfaits using the 2- 
serving recipe, you may be able to get eight 
smaller servings, especially if doubling the 
frosting. This may be preferred since we 
tend to overeat during the holidays and a 
small serving of dessert will satisfy our crav- 
ing without overindulging. 


Egg Nog Cake - 350° oven 


Frosting: 

3 T. vanilla instant pudding/pie filling mix 
3 T. cold egg nog 

1/4 tsp. rum extract 

1/4 tsp. nutmeg 

2 C. whipped topping 


TABLE FOR 
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In a medium bowl; combine first 4 ingre- 
dients with wire whisk until smooth. Fold 
in whipped topping with wire whisk. Cover 
and store in refrigerator until ready to frost 
cake (at least 30 minutes). 


Cake: 

1 1/4C. yellow cake mix 

2 T. vanilla instant pudding/ 
pie filling mix 

1/2 tsp. nutmeg 

1/3 C. water 

2 T. light or dark rum 

1/4 C. canola oil 


1 egg 


In a large bowl, mix all in- 
gredients with a wire whisk 
(60-70 strokes). Pour batter 
into a 6” springform pan that 
has been sprayed with non- 
stick cooking spray. Bake in 
a 350° oven for 35-40 min- 
utes or until cake 1s done. Re- 
move from springform pan 
immediately and allow to cool completely 
on wire rack (about | hour). Transfer to a 
serving plate and spread top and sides with 
frosting. Yield: 4-5 servings. NOTES: Gar- 
nish top of cake with a dusting of nutmeg. 
If you prefer to omit the rum, increase the 
amount of water to 1/2 C. and add 1/2 tsp. 
rum extract. If you don’t have a 6’’spring- 
form pan, bake in 6 muffin cups.

were just there to make sure she was safe and 
comfortable.” 

Baby Emily was already on her way to 
making her appearance when the paramed- 
ics arrived, said Nicholson. 

“It was maybe two minutes,” Searles said 
of the birth after firefighters arrived, adding 
Emily was “perfectly healthy. 

“Tt really wasn’t painful; it was really 
quick,” she said. “It wasn’t until my water 
broke that I was like, “Oh boy, she’s here; 
she’s coming.’” 

Of all the babies he’s had a hand in deliv- 
ering throughout his career, Nicholson said 
this one is special to him because it is the 
first one for which there was a follow-up. 

“‘T remember him saying when he dropped 
us off at Mercy, ‘Please come back so we 
can meet her,’” Searles said. “I thought it’d 
be nice on her first birthday to go back so 
she could really interact with him a little bit 
more.” 


Last Friday, Nov. 29, Searles stopped by 
to pay a visit, but only Molta was available. 
She learned Nicholson wouldn’t be working 
again until Monday, Dec. 1. 

On Monday, Searles, her husband, Tra- 
vis, and Emily’s big brother, Jacob, 3, paid 
a visit to Agawam Station Two in Feeding 
Hills to visit with the man who delivered her 
daughter. 

“Paul is really an incredible guy,’ Searles 
said following their meeting. “He was telling 
us things we didn’t even realize at the time, 
like that Emily’s cord was wrapped around 
her neck twice; not too tight, but still scary, 
and we never even knew.” 

Still, Searles said she is grateful for the 
emergency crews’ effort. 

“Tll never forget that day and how calm 
and professional [Paul] was,” she said. “I had 
full confidence in him that my daughter and 
I were in good hands. Agawam is very lucky 
to have such wonderful, dedicated workers.”

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They can be expensive because we have to 
pay for several buses and equipment trucks. 
There are additional costs for the marching 
band staff, uniforms, and equipment, such 
as drum major podiums and pit carts,” she 
said. 

“Putting a competitive marching band 
on the field is not cheap,” added Stephanie 
Keenan, the second color guard instructor. 
The teacher’s assistant at Robinson Park EI- 
ementary School said students in the color 
guard spend nearly 230 hours practicing and 
performing each year. 

The color guard — which performs with 
the marching band at home football games, 
parades, and community events — provides 
a visual component by twirling and tossing 
flags to entertain the audience. 

Keenan and Cleveland are paid by the Aga- 
wam Band Parents Association. The former 
AHS classmates — Class of 2000 — became 
part-time band staff in spring 2012.They 
were hired by AHS Band Director William 
Hueglin to help “resuscitate” the declining 
color guard program. 

“He asked us to recruit new members to 
bring the program back. Last year our guard 
was composed of students who had never 
spun a flag before,’ said Keenan, who han- 
dles most of the choreography for the team’s 
field shows. 


Passion for spinning flags 
honed at AHS 

There were just four members — three of 
whom were graduating — when Keenan and 
Cleveland (formerly Siegler as a student) 
started. Two months later, 10 new girls were 
learning drop spins and flag tosses in the 
school’s courtyard. This year, five new mem- 
bers joined the guard. 

What makes Keenan and Cleveland ef- 
fective recruiters and instructors is their 
own color guard experience at AHS for four 
years. 
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“T feel ’'m helping continue a tradition 
that has been ongoing at AHS for several 
decades. It’s a legacy that was in danger of 
dying out, and I’m doing my part to preserve 
it for future AHS students,” said Cleveland. 
“We're incredibly proud of our students and 
our band.” 

Cleveland helped to recruit another class- 
mate and marching band teammate to the 
band staff. Paul Sawyer was a teacher in 
Huntington when Cleveland told him about 
a general music teaching position at Robin- 
son and Phelps elementary schools. Hired 
in summer 2012, Sawyer was also tapped to 
be assistant director of AHS’s bands. He re- 
ceives a district stipend for his band duties. 

The three said the Marching Mohawks 
was one of their best student experiences at 
AHS. 

“The reason I’m so passionate about music 
and the marching band is because it’s amaz- 
ingly beautiful to see how life-changing it is 
for students,” explained Sawyer, who was a 
flutist in the band. 

“All my friends were musicians in the 
band. We had such a good time going to 
competitions on the weekends and traveling 
across the country on our spring trips,” re- 
called Cleveland. 

Added Keenan, “As a student, I remem- 
ber looking at the wall of photos outside the 
band room. The photos, which date to the 
late 1950s, had a profound impact on me as 
a teenager. I became a part of something that 
hundreds of teenagers like me were a part of 
at AHS.” 

While Cleveland and Sawyer kept in touch 
as Westfield State University students per- 
forming together in its jazz vocal ensemble 
together, Keenan lost contact after leaving 
AHS. 

Now reunited, their band work has en- 
riched their friendship. “We’ve reconnected 
— and I[ think we’re better friends now than 
we ever were in high school,” said Keenan. 

Added Cleveland, “We work very well 
together.”

AGAWAM - It has been an amazing fall 
season at Agawam High School. 

Fall sports continue to be very successful 
for the Brownies, as they sent most of their 
teams to their respective Western Massachu- 
setts tournaments. 

The biggest turnaround came with the 
Agawam football team, which went from 
a 3-8 record last season, to a perfect 8-O in 
the regular season. The Brownies then began 
the playoffs under the new format. Agawam 
would go on to defeat Northampton in the 
semifinals in a come-from-behind win. 

The Brownies would then fight for their 
first Western Massachusetts Division 4 
championship in many years. They would 
come up short, however, losing a heartbreak- 
er to Wahconah 20-0. The Warriors would 
win their second straight sectional title. 

The field hockey team had to overcome 
some adversity this year to get all the way to 


the semifinals of the Western Massachusetts 
Division | Tournament. 

Agawam was actually under .500 early in 
the regular season, having a hard time scor- 
ing. They were also matching up against 
Berkshire teams that have seen their field 
hockey programs growing in success during 
the past several years. 

Late in the season, Agawam would have 
a great run through their league, going 3-1 
in their final four league games. They would 
win a third matchup of the year against rival 
Westfield in the quarterfinals before meeting 
Longmeadow in the semis. 

Agawam would score first against the 
Lancers, but Longmeadow scored their sec- 
ond goal of the game shortly after halftime 
and took the victory, ending the Brownies’ 
season.

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team’s third straight season of qualifying 
for the tournament. 

The girls soccer team had a very tough 
seasons, having trouble scoring goals at 
teams throughout the season. 

Agawam was able to qualify for the tour- 
nament by placing second in their league. 
They would play Longmeadow for the third 
time this season in the opening round of the 
tournament. Agawam played equal to the 
Lancers, but were defeated 2-1 when they 
lost the penalty kick phase after overtime. 

The Brownies would go on to win the 
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Sportsmanship Award from the Pioneer Val- 
ley Officials Association.
